The march to tse north isn’t 
coming right away, however. 
Company B, 49th Signal Bat- 
talion, will hold its position in 
currently rented quarters at 
the civic center until the Red- 
wood City armory is expanded, 
and that may be 18 months 
or more away, a local spokes- 
man for the unit said. 
‘City Manager John R. John- 
son made the C.N.G. decision 
known to city councilmen at 
Tuesday night’s meeting. 

General reaction of the 
council appeared to be one of 
relief, since the National 
Guard’s relinquishment of 
the proposed site at Burgess 
Dr. and Laurel St, means the 
Burgess Park tennis courts 
there will not have to be 
removed and new ones built 
elsewhere. 

Johnson received a letter

The three R’s are pasic tools 
needed to think clearly. I be- 
lieve the more exact ‘sciencés 
are forging ahead at such a 
rate as a result of war and 
“sputnik competition” that our 
schools must ‘make every ef- 
fort to keep at the top in these: 
fields. However, ‘it is ‘most im- | 
portant that we don’t panic in- 
to neglecting the social sci- 
ences. 

The very great progress in 
scientific destruction has in 
fact brought us to the place 
where it is obvious war can no 
longer be looked to as a solu- 
tion of international “disputes. 
We must forge ahead in social 
sciences to develop sufficient 
understanding of and _ tech- 
niques for improving the “‘hu- 
man relations of people and 
nations or be destroyed. by our 
progiess in the sciences of de- 
struction. 7 

To this end our public 
schocls must lend every: effort

The most pressing issue that will come before the 
voters April 18 is the Sequoia High School District per- 
missive tax rate measure. It must not fail to pass. 


It calls for a $1.60 rate maximum, beyond which the 
school district will also tax an additional seven cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, a sum not out of line when one 
considers the way prices have risen since the $1.50 rate 
maximum was put in five years ago. 

Failure to pass the measure can mean a couple of 
things. It can mean that, unless the district’s trustees 
want to put on another election before the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, the tax rate maximum will automatically 
drop to 75 cents —a state-established figure set in 1913. 
If the tax measure fails to pass and the trustees, in a con- 
cession to short-sighted economy, submit a new proposal 
to the voters calling for retention of the $1.50 rate, edu- 
cation will suffer considerably. 

This newspaper has supported most school finance 
measures which have been submitted to the voters through 
the years for several reasons — which, we believe, are

It’s a major choice because a change of administration 
is in store; district Superintendent Dr. Mel Homfeld has 
announced his resignation. Therefore, if continuity in con- 
cept is to be maintained those candidates who seem most 
likely to continue present policies and practices are the 
ones who should be elected.

Next to actual service on the board we feel, sustained, 
long-term interest in school affairs gives a candidate an 
insight which will shorten the period of “education” 
through which every board member must go. Mrs. 
Beatrice O'Donnell, having served for the past several 
years as a board mecting observer for the Encinal PTA 
and the League of Women Voters, best meets this test, 
having attended board meetings steadily for the past three 
years. 

For the third member to be elected to the board, we 
recommend Dr. Hiram E. Mears, whose long association 
with public causes in the community, we feel, qualifies him 
for membership on the board.

Municipal Report: 


‘Press Agent’ Pro 


Last week, in his column 
printed elsewhere on the edi- 
torial page, columnist Floyd 
McCue pointed out that the Se- 
quoia High School District now 
hires a “half-time bulletin edi- 
tor,” and questions the need 
for such a functionary in a 
school district. 


The question is appropriate. 
But its implications go far be- 
yond that of a single education 
agency. 


Asked another way: “How 
much should any public ag- 
ency allocate out of every 
dollar to keep the public in- 
formed?” or, “How heavily 
are the newspapers leaning 
on the public payroll for 
gathering news?” 


Take, for instance, a city 
functionary who gets a salary 
of $10,000 a year. Thats $200 
for what ought to be a 40-hour 
week, or $5 and hour, or some- 
thing better than eight cents a 
minute for his time. 


Now, assume that this func- 
tionary is beset by newspaper 
reporters for 30 minutes a day. 
That means $2.40 of his wages 
is allocated to providing news 
for reporters — every day — 
and it comes out of the tax 
kitty!

Tuesday’s election was a di- 
rect opposite to all previous 
elections, inasmuch as it was 
extremely quiet and was hard- 
ly talked of on the streets, no 
mass meetings held. 

There was no election con- 
test in Atherton, 


intendent, to hire a “bulletin 
editor,” who actually does con- 
siderably more than. just edit 
a bulletin. She also provides 
news releases to all papers in 
the district, which can be used 
or not as the editors see fit, as 
well as staff memoranda. 


We do not know what sti- 
pend the “bulletin editor” is 
getting, but it’s undoubtedly 
a good deal less that the su- 
perintendent gets. And _ in- 
stead of answering the same 
question six times (there be- 
ing six newspapers publish- 
ed in the Sequoia High 
School District area) he an- 
swers it once. 


Interpretation of his ‘an- 
swers, of course, is at the dis- 
cretion of the individual news- 
paper editor. 


Look at the problem on the 
city level. 

Menlo Park is “covered” by 
two daily newspapers and a 
weekly, and at least two news- 
papers are in daily touch with 
city hall. 

We're not discussing the 
wage scales at city hall, but the 
city manager, the police chief, 
and the city planner can each 
expect to spend an hour or so 
of every week talking to a re- 
porter of each of these news- 
papers. 

Unless one believes that pub- 
lic reiations is a very import- 
ant part of the job, one is apt 
to come to the conclusion that 
these functionaries spend a 
substantial amount of their 
paid-for time flunkeying for 
newspapermen. 


Responsible newsgatherers 
waste as little of the time of 
civil servants as it’s possible 
for them to do, and still get 
the story. 

They keep, somewhere in the 
back of the mind, the fact that 
they’re also taxpayers and that. 
the man at the other end of 
the conversation is being paid 
for out of their semi-annual 
bill. 


Newspapermen generally, 
too, are grateful for the infor- 
mation which they get from 
the various public servants 
with whom they deal. 


The economics of the thing 
are a little puzzling from at 
least two points of view. 

For instance, at what in- 


blem 


come level should a school 
superintendent, police chief, 
or city manager best serve 
the cause of economic opera- 
tion of his department by 
hiring a ‘press secretary?’ 


And at what point does it 
occur that a reporter’s calls to 
a publicly-paid ‘news source” 
actually make the latter into a 
publicly-paid “leg man” for 
the newspaper? 


Another consideration: The 
glib politicians with the best 
“nose for news” aren’t neces- 
sarily the best administrators. 
If they were, most newspaper- 
men could desert their type- 
writers and desks and become 
successful as the heads of gov- 
ernment. 


Conversely ,the “strong si- 
lent” type administrators who 
Gont have their names quot- 
ed in the papers very often 
aren’t necessarily sharp. 


There’s a truism that a per- 
son who says little often does 
so, not because he’s holding 
his vast knowledge in re- 
serve but because, actually, 
he has nothing whatever to 
say. 

Its’s a complicated problem. 

Some day, newspaper pub 
lishers and the heads of vari- 
ous public agencies will sit 
down together, compare wage 
seales, and come up with a rea- 
sonable answer to the problem 
of when a press secretary 
might best be hired. 

After that, we'll have to fig- 
ure out who pays the press ag- 
ent, to keep him honest. 
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County Charter 
Needs Scrutiny

The 14 changes in the coun- 
ty charter are not getting their 
share of attention from the 
public. 

While some of the issues 
from A to N may seem routine 
and merely bring the charter 
up to date, others might be 
called drastic or extreme. 

Measure A provides that 
the board of supervisors 
shall name a supervisorial 
redistricting committee ev- 
ery ten years following the 
federal census. It does not 
go on to say the board must 
make the recommended 
changes. A move is being 
made in the federal capital 
to force redistricting after 
each federal census based on 
the population count so we 
may be covered here. 

Other sections of this measure 
would eliminate the require- 
ment that the supervisors an- 
nually request a contract for 
forest fire protection from the 
state. This is set to go into ef- 
fect January 1, 1962. We see no 
reason to vote YES on Meas- 
ure A. 

Section B really is a routine 
matter of bringing the charter 
up to date without changing 
the meaning or effect. Proposi- 
tion C is much the same, out- 
lining duties of several offices. 

Proposition D would allow 

the board of supervisors to 
separate the Department of 
Health and Welfare into two 
bureaus. This we would op- 
pose because it would merely 
be setting up a second de- 
partment with added _ ex- 
pense 

Another provision would al- 
low for the creation of a Coun- 
ty Counsel to take over many 
of the duties now performed 
by the district attorney’s of- 
fice. Here too, we wuld be cre- 
ating another costly bureau 
that would grow and grow. We 
say NO to Proposition D. 

We are more than a little 
alarmed over provisions of Pro- 
position E. This would make 
the offices of coroner, county 
clerk, engineer, recorder, tax 
collector, and treasurer appoin- 
tive instead of elective at the 
close of the present terms. 

While these office holders 
may be administrative in name 
and duties, they do have great 
responsibility, 

We don’t want them serv- 

ing under civil service. The 


voters have too few decisions 
to make in government to- 
day and any move that takes 
away the few remaining 
rights to elect our represen- 
tatives in high places should 
be opposed at every turn. 


If you don’t vote NO on any 
other issue be sure you kill thia 
move, which would give un- 
warranted pewer to the coun- 
ty manager and supervisors. 

Proposition F would shift ap- 
pointments of the county board 
of health and parks and recre- 
ation commission from the 
county manager to the board of 
supervisors. Appointments go- 
ing to the manager would be 
those of agricultural commis- 
sioner, fire warden, librarian, 
director of parks and recrea- 
tion, sealer of weights and 
measures and the veterans 
service officer. 

We would go along with 
F, as well as G which covers 
suspension or removal from 
office. H would eliminate the 
practice of allowing elective 
officers a salary increase on- 
ly with the start of a new 
term. Sounds 0O.K. 

There is danger in Proposi- 
tions I and J which would 
start alowing pay for members 
of commissions. While this is 
important to have these peo 
ple now serving without pay 
covered by insurance, we won- 
der how far the pay schedule 
can gO on commission mem- 
bers. J would delete the limit 
of two cents allowed for the 
planning commission. We 
have no other limits on depart- 
ment spending and must de- 
pend on the board of supervi- 
sors to see that costs do not 
rise too fast. No recommenda- 
tion. 

We'll go along with Proposi- 
tion K which restricts outside 
jobs for certain county em- 
ployees. Proposition L would 
allow compensation for mem- 
bers of the Civil Service Com- 
mission and outlines require- 
ments of this commission as to 
salary schedules, ete. M would 
set up the jobs now held by 
elective officials should they 
be made appointive under Pro- 
position E. : 

_We say NO to both L and M’ 
We also oppose the final 
amendment (N) which would 
make the county superintend- 
ent of schools appointive.

March Building 


Fair weather seasonal build- 
ing got off to a fast start here

total of 49 jobs, representing 
a valuation of $776,805, were 
started during the month.

Clippings Prove: 


Menlo Park Made ‘News 
Even in Quiet Nabob Era 


As small as it was, news was 
being made in Menlo Park be- | 
fore the turn of the century 
just as it is today. 

Although Menlo didn’t have | 
a newspaper of its own at the 
time, it had, just as it does} 
now, a correspondent from aj 
newspaper covering the south 
San Mateo County area. At 
that time the paper was the 
county’s first, the San Mateo | 
County Times-Gazette, found- 
ed in 1869 and printed in Red- 
wood City. 

By 1890, after the building | 
of the many great estates of | 
the south county area, the vol- 
ume of news here was suffici- 
ent to justify a local corres- 
pondent for the paper, circula- 
tion of which was county-wide. 

The column, author of which 
remains unknown, was head- 
ed: 

What is Going on in our 
Neighboring Aristocratic 
Burg 
Under this another smaller 
headine would be set dealing 
with a different item each} 
week. 


MOSTLY LOCAL 

Though most of the items} 
were of purely local interest, 
the correspondent occasional- 
ly found an item of even na-} 
tional importance. In the issue | 
of May 24, 1890, we read: | 

“A Washington letter says: | 
Senator Stanford had arrang-| 
ed to give a grand dinner for | 
President and Mrs. | 


Harrison, | 
the members of the cabinet, | 
their wives and other distin- 
guished visitors. Since he has 
held his high office, President 
Harrison has never yet accept- 
ed an invitation to any dinner, 
and this would have been a 
marked compliment to the Cal- 
ifornia Senator who expected 
handsomely to entertain his 
guests, for which purpose he} 
had ordered a lavish supply of | 
fruits, ete., but on account of 
his brother’s death the Sena- 
tor is much affected, conse- 
quently the invitations to the 
dinner have been recalled.” 
This was news of national 
interest. Who the President 
dines with — or deesn’t dine 
with — is news even today. | 
And one is tempted to guess | 
what the “etc.” mentioned was, | 
when one learns that a few 
years later some Stanford stu- 
dents, in one of their earlier | 
and more famous pranks, are 
supposed to have made oft} 
with a collection of rare wines!
